WINDS OF CHANGE

R esidents have 

overwhelmingly 
said ‘yes’ to the 
idea of having a 
wind turbine on Hackney 
Marshes to generate green 
energy. 

Eighty seven per cent of 
people who responded to 
the recent public 
consultation said that they 
were in favour of the 
proposal. The Olympic 
Delivery Authority is 
already going ahead with 
one wind turbine on Eton 



Hackney 


Manor in Waltham Forest 
and as part of this there is 
an opportunity for the 
Council to install a second 
wind turbine at East 
Marsh to generate local 
renewable energy as part 
of the legacy of the 2012 
Games. The two together 
would generate enough 
green electricity to power 
Hackney’s main Council 
buildings and nearly all of 
its street lighting. 

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “At the 
beginning of the 
consultation I said that, 
although I was 
enthusiastic about the 
idea, it would be for 


Hackney residents to 
decide if the proposal was 
to be taken forward. As 87 
per cent are in favour, of 
the more than 700 people 
who took part, the 
Council will now look at 
the next stages to make 
this idea a reality. 

“Although minimising 
energy usage is the highest 
priority, this is an 
opportunity to generate 
truly local green energy to 
power things for the 
community. It would also 
deliver a further cut in 
carbon emissions, helping 
to keep Hackney one of 
the greenest boroughs in 
London.” 


Mayor Pipe added: “A 
key stage to come will be 
for any chosen turbine 
operator to satisfy the 
planning authorities that 
there will be a minimal 
impact on the 
environment, such as 
wildlife.” 

The Council is 
expecting to be able to 
purchase energy at a cost 
lower than traditional 
sources, such as coal. 

It also expects to receive 
rent for the land the 
turbine would occupy, 
which would be invested 
in sports facilities on the 
Marshes. 

The Council will now 


begin a procurement 
process with the aim of 
buying power generated by 
both turbines, for up to 25 
years. If a good deal can be 
secured, the Council will 
move to the next stage. The 
chosen turbine operator 
would then have to submit 
a detailed planning 
application for the 
proposed East Marsh 
turbine, giving residents a 
further chance to 
comment.

IT was a great pleasure to 
welcome local businesses and 
residents to see the restored 
Stoke Newington Town Hall 
and Assembly Rooms, ahead of 
the public opening. 



The old council chamber, the 
hall and the frontage of this 
Grade II listed 1 930s building 
have been carefully restored 
and made fully accessible for 
weddings, shows and other local events. 


As you can see from this edition of Hackney Today, the 
results of the restoration job are stunning, and I would urge 
all residents to take advantage of the upcoming showcase 
events to see this for themselves. The public reaction has 
been overwhelmingly positive. The £8 million investment in 
this historic community building has met with a great deal 
of support, with many people asking me why the Council 
didn’t do this sooner. 

It would have been great to do it sooner, but my first priority 
when I became Mayor was to improve Hackney’s 
infrastructure like roads and streetlights, and basic 
services like waste and recycling. As well as making 
services better, we have been able to restore some of the 
borough’s treasures such as London Fields Lido, and 
Clapton Library, and build brand new facilities such as the 
state of the art library at Dalston which is currently under 
construction, and the new public service centre behind the 
Town Hall. 

All this investment has been fully paid for without the 
council borrowing money or getting into costly PFI deals, 
and it hasn’t put a penny on Council Tax, which continues 
to be frozen at its 2005 level. It is important for councils to 
get the basics right, but assets like Stoke Newington Town 
Hall and the Lido help to make a place special, alongside 
modern public facilities to provide the excellent services 
residents deserve.

T HE Prime Minister 
welcomed visitors 
from one of the 
country’s most 
improved primaries to the 
Department for Children, 
Schools and Families. 


Pupils from Hoxton’s St 
Monica’s - along with 
teachers and parents - met 
Gordon Brown and 
Secretary of State Ed Balls 
during a trip to the 
Department on 4 January. 

The event was to show 
some of the strategies the 
school uses to teach Maths 
and English. A temporary 
classroom was set up in the 


department’s library, where 
the ministers chatted to 
pupils about their 
education. Headteacher 
Violet Richardson said: 
“The children brought 
examples of maths games 
used in the classroom and 
explained to the PM how 
they help learning. They 
were great ambassadors for 
Hackney.” 


Leading the UK on improvement 


Hackney is one of the most 
improved UK areas for 1 4-1 9 
education in England, 
according to data from the 
Department of Children, 
Schools and Families. In total 
52.2 per cent of pupils 
achieved five good GCSEs, 
including English and Maths, in 
2009, a figure higher than the 
national average and up 9.6 
percentage points on the 


previous year, the largest 
increase in the country. All but 
two of Hackney's secondary 
schools beat the national 
average. 

The data also revealed that 
Hackney was the second most 
improved authority nationally 
for post-1 6 results per student, 
and the third most improved 
per subject. Cllr Rita Krishna, 
Hackney's Cabinet Member for 


Children and Young People 
said: “These results are 
outstanding and a testament to 
the hard work of teachers and 
students, as well as to the 
raising of standards across the 
board in Hackney’s secondary 
schools. Going above the 
national GCSE average is a 
milestone, and I am confident 
that results will continue to 
improve.” 


Ofsted placed St 
Monica’s above the 
national average in its 2009 
inspections, which 
measured criteria including 
Standard Assessment Tests 
(SAT) results and support 
for the well being of pupils. 

From September this year, 
30,000 pupils are set to 
benefit from Government 
programmes that will 
ensure any child falling 
behind in English or Maths 
in the earliest years of 
primary school will be 
offered extra support.

Fines for Blue Badge fraudsters 

THREE people pleaded 
guilty on 20 January to 
charges of misusing Blue 
Badges, following 
proceedings brought by 
Hackney Council. 

The prosecutions, at 
Thames Magistrates 
Court in Bow, were the 
first made by the Council 
since the establishment 
of an anti-fraud team to 
crack down on people 
who abuse the Blue 
Badge disabled parking scheme. 

Elaine Folivi, 61 , of Victoria Park Road, E9, pleaded guilty to 
three charges of misuse of a Blue Badge and received a 
conditional discharge of 1 2 months as well as being 
ordered to pay costs of £504. 

Anna Luckhurst, 36, of Cranbrook Road, IG1 , also pleaded 
guilty to three charges of Blue Badge misuse and was given 
a 1 2-month conditional discharge and costs of £504 to pay. 
Peter Smith, 72, of Thorne Close, El 1 , pleaded guilty to one 
offence of using a photocopied Blue Badge. He was fined a 
total of £1 20 plus £1 5 surcharge and costs of £336. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet Member for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“The Council takes the abuse of Blue Badges extremely 
seriously. The prosecutions, brought to court by our 
dedicated team of Blue Badge fraud investigators, send out 
a clear message that those abusing blue badges will not 
getaway with it.”

HACKNEY is one of the top-1 0 gay-friendly councils in the 
country, according to Stonewall's Workplace Equality Index. 
The 201 0 Index, which showcases Britain’s top-1 00 
employers for lesbian, gay and bisexual people, ranks 
Hackney at number 43, the third highest rating for a London 
authority, and 1 0th highest of all councils. 

Hackney is one of only five London boroughs to make it into 
the Index, and one of 24 nationwide. 

Deputy Mayor of Hackney, Cllr Karen Alcock, whose 
portfolio covers Equalities, said: “The Council is committed 
to ensuring a workplace environment free from 
discrimination, and where all staff can reach their potential. 
We know that Hackney is a diverse borough, and being 
recognised within Stonewall’s Workplace Equality Index is a 
clear demonstration of the Council’s commitment to 
promoting equality for all.” 

Rankings in the index are based on a survey from 
Stonewall covering policy and practice, which is designed 
to provide an accurate sample of workplace culture. 

The Council also participates in Stonewall’s Diversity 
Champions programme, which aims to promote LGB 
equality in the workplace and eliminate discrimination on 
the grounds of sexual orientation.

M ORE than 700 
people have 
given their views 
on proposals to 
put a wind turbine on 
Hackney’s East Marsh. 

The public consultation, 
which ran from 19 October 
to 14 December 2009, was 
carried out by the Council 
after an opportunity was 
created to put the turbine 
on the Marsh to generate 
local renewable energy as 
part of the legacy of the 
2012 Games.

Eighty seven per cent of 
residents who took part 
thought that the wind 
turbine was a good idea - 
even if it meant the loss of 
access to green space. Of 
these, 53.5 per cent thought 
the Council should go 
ahead with the scheme, 
regardless of where the 
electricity was used. While 
the other 33.8 per cent were 
in support, provided the 
electricity could be used in 
Hackney for the benefit of 
the local community. Only 
12.6 per cent said the 
turbine proposal was 
unacceptable under any 
circumstances. 

Residents had the 
opportunity to add 


comments to their 
questionnaire answers. 
Among the issues raised 
was the potential 
environmental impact of a 
turbine. 

Some people wanted 
assurances that local 
wildlife - especially the bats 
and birds that inhabit the 
marsh - would not be 
adversely affected. Others 
were worried the turbine 
would be noisy, or would 
have a negative visual 
impact on the area.

All the concerns raised, 
along with other ideas and 
comments, are being 
considered. Planning 
applications from potential 
operators of the turbine 
would need to include full 
Environmental Impact 
Assessments to ensure 
minimal effects on wildlife. 

The Council is always 
exploring ways to cut the 
borough’s carbon footprint. 
Last year, it was one of 10 
local authorities nationwide 
to commit to a 10 per cent 
cut in carbon emissions in 
2010.

Shoreditch high line proposal 

A NEW lease of life is 
being planned for 
the historic 
Bishopsgate Goods 
Yard, which has 
been disused for 40 
years. 

Up to 2,000 new 
homes, including 
family and 

affordable housing, along with a health centre, community 
facilities and employment space, are part of the vision for 
the site’s future regeneration in new planning guidance. 

An exciting feature of proposed development will be the 
creation of a high-level public park above the Grade II listed 
Braithwaite Viaduct, with links to existing green spaces such 
as Allen Gardens. This would create a Shoreditch version of 


the famous New York High Line park, with up to 1 .7 hectares 
of open space created for the community. 

The 4.7 hectare site will be home to the new Shoreditch 
High Street Station on the extended East London line when it 
reopens in the summer. 

Hackney and Tower Hamlets Councils and the Mayor of 
London approved the planning guidance to ensure future 
development is of high quality and enhances the area.

The golden 
age of soul

B ouncing 

balloons, pastel 
colours, Gary 
Davies, it seemed 
just another day on the set 
of 1980s ‘Top of the Pops’ 
(TOTP). 

“Our manager said 
‘you’ve got to be 
outrageous, really go for it’. 
So some designer friends 
helped us to buy Arabian 
Nights-type clothes and we 
worked out ways to look at 
the camera, and moves like 
‘stroke the piano, stroke the 
piano’,” recalls Leee John, 
lead singer of 1980s soul 
band Imagination. 

And history was made - 
three men seductively 
shimmying in golden hot 
pants is difficult to forget. 

As one commentator said 
about their first screen 
performance: “Imagination 
were here to stay and they 
hit their audience right 
between the thighs.” 

Leee was born in 
Hackney Hospital, now 
Homerton. He moved to 
New York with his father 
aged seven after his parents 
split up, leaving behind 
family in Stoke Newington 
and Finsbury Park. 

“I got my first 

recording contract at 12, \ . 

and three years later I 
was on the same label 
as Irene Cara and 
Stephanie Mills.” 

He returned in the 
mid-1970s to the UK 
older, wiser and 
full of funk.

Ashley Ingram and sang 
back up for bands. 

“One of them was Errol 
(Kennedy) ’s group at the 
time.

of music: he wasn’t a singer 
but he understood how 
music combines with vocals 
perfectly.” The three formed 
Imagination. 

“I was given a rough 
version of a demo and I 
went home, sat on my 
mum’s kitchen table and 
wrote the lyrics for ‘Body 
Talk’,” he explained. 

Body Talk peaked at 44 
in the charts - four outside 
the cut-off for a TOTP 
performance. “It almost 
didn’t happen, it was only 
because someone else 
dropped out we were called 
at the last minute.” 

The next day ‘that 
performance’ was all the 
viewers were talking about; 
the single 






hit number four and the 
album stayed in the charts 
for more than 50 weeks. 
Their career success through 
hits such as ‘Just an Illusion’ 
and ‘Flashback’ brought 
platinum discs, nine gold 
and more than a dozen 
silver internationally. 

Known for infectious 
overdubs, spectacular shows 
and outlandish costumes: 
“Our budgets were tight but 
we tried to make it look like 
a million dollars. It’s funny, 
when critics thought we 
were American we were 
cool, funky; when they 
found out we lived in North 
London, they said we were 
camp.” recalls Leee. 

“For one ‘Just an Illusion’ 
performance, I’d developed 
an allergy and my face 
puffed up. So I just put one 
arm of my bodysuit over 
my head, put a cloak over 
me and asked them to use 
loads of smoke to hide my 
face.” No one was any the 
wiser and this classic 
performance from TOTP 
can be found on Youtube. 

Over the next few years, 
Imagination continued 
apace making dance records 
and Leee branched out into 
TV. Nowadays, Ashley 
works with singer Des’ree 
and runs a music school in 
Canada, while Errol is 
with an Imagination 
tribute band. Leee looks 
back at their time together 
fondly. “It was a great 
period but I don’t dwell on 
it. I now do a lot of jazz, 
some club records and I’m 
ft working on a British soul 
w documentary. 

“For a while I couldn’t 
look at the videos: I thought 
‘what is he wearing?’ But 
you do it, walk away 
and think about that 
next move.”

Money for old boilers

PUPILS have been getting 
some tips on how to keep 
Hackney clean.

PRIVATE tenants and 
landlords could save £400 
by replacing an old 
‘G-rated’ boiler with a new, 
energy-efficient one 
through a Government 
scheme. 

The new Boiler Scrappage 
Scheme allows residents to 
claim £400 back from the 
cost of installing an ‘A-rated’ 
boiler or renewable heat 
system in place of a ‘G-rated’ 
one. 

Householders should apply 
for a voucher to be redeemed 
within 1 2 weeks; pay up front 
for an approved contractor to 
carry out the work; and claim 
the £400 back from the 
Energy Saving Trust, which 
promises to pay within 25 
days. 

It is estimated that there are 
currently around three and a 
half million homes in England 
with low efficiency boilers 


rated ‘G’ or worse. A-rated 
boilers use less fuel to provide 
the same level of heat, so 
have cheaper running costs - 
saving on average £235 a 
year. 

Applicants aged under 60 
must be scrapping a ‘G-rated’ 
boiler that is in working order, 
while those aged 60 and over 
can scrap a ‘G-rated’ boiler 
that is not necessarily 
operational. 

Cllr Sophie Linden, Cabinet 
Member for Environmental 
Sustainability, said: “We are 
committed to making 
Hackney the greenest 
borough in London, and 
schemes like this one can be 
useful in helping residents 
reduce their carbon footprint 
and save money as well.”

Give your health the once-over 

RESIDENTS aged 40 to 74 who are concerned about their 
health are being offered free check-ups at local libraries. 
Experts will ask simple questions about health, age and 
family history. Measurements such as height, weight and

Look after your cervix 

AS part of European Cervical Cancer Week, NHS City and 
Hackney is reminding women and girls about the 
availability of cervical screening - sometimes called a 
smear test - and vaccination. 

Cervical cancer is the second most common cancer among 
women under 35 years of age. Every year more than 2,800 
women will be diagnosed and 1 ,000 will die from the 
disease in the UK. 

A vaccine is provided through school nurses to girls aged 
1 2-1 3, in line with recommendations from the Department 
of Health, and the vaccine is offered to all girls up until the 
age of 1 8 through schools, colleges and GP practices. 
Women over 25 are routinely invited for screening and GPs 
can be contacted for additional appointments or 
advice.

known locally as an 
employer. Nationally and 
internationally the 
company was also 
becoming known, for the 
quality of its pianos. 

In 1947 the business was 
incorporated as a limited 
company, and Michael 
Kemble and M V Jacobs, 
who had been his business 
partner for some years, 
became directors. 

In 1969 Kemble & Co 
left Stoke Newington and 
moved to Milton Keynes. 
The new factory was larger, 
with ground floor 
production facilities, as 
opposed to the multi-storey 
buildings on Carysfort 
Road - an important issue 
when dealing with 
something as heavy as a 
piano. 

Despite the closure, 
Kemble-designed pianos 
will continue to be made. 

In 1986 Yamaha became 
the major shareholder in 
Kemble & Co, saving the 
company from the financial 
difficulties of recession.

make Kemble pianos in 
Asia, but the British Kemble 
piano is now a thing of the 
past. 

Kemble & Co did not 
forget its roots, and 
donated its records to 
Hackney Archives. These 
include a fascinating mix of 
documents. 

There are property deeds 
for Carysfort Road, plans 
for the Bletchley Factory, 
documents on the 
company’s 

incorporation, records 
of how individual 
pianos were made, and 
sales brochures that 
show the different types 
of piano that Kemble 
manufactured over the 
years. Between them, 
they give much of the 
company’s history.

A tidy operation 


James Sharpies, Senior 
Environmental Health Officer 


FOR five years, James has 
worked the kitchens, 
warehouses, and backyards 
of Hackney - and still enjoys 
his job. He is one eighth of 
the Council ’steam of 
Environmental Health 
Officers. 

James explained: “What I 
like best about this role is 
how varied a day can be. In 
the morning, I might be 
inspecting a spa pool for 
safety and maintenance. By 
the afternoon, I may have 
inspected a cafe or a take- 
away that we’ve had 
complaints about. 
“Hackney’s cultural diversity 
means there’s a huge range 


of food, ingredients and 
preparation methods. What’s 
interesting about my job is 
adapting to different 
approaches, while making 
sure that all Hackney 
restaurants and workplaces 
stay safe and clean.” 

And the worst part of the 
job? “Sometimes there are 
shocks. I have investigated 
large quantities of rotting 
meat, which smells terrible. 
And I have had to look into 
horrible industrial injuries. 
“It’s not simply about giving 
fines and telling people off. 
Most of this job is geared 
towards educating people 
and preventing problems.”

A DIVERSE and 

ever-changing array 
of restaurants and 
cafes are a vibrant 
part of everyday life in 
Hackney.

“The role of the 
environmental health 
officer has definitely 
evolved,” explained Ken 
Marshall, Acting Principal 
Environmental Health 
Officer. “Of course we still 
inspect for food hygiene 
and other health risks. And 
we have powers to enforce 
changes to ensure 
restaurants are clean, safe 
and compliant with the law. 
But now we work in a

B IKE enthusiasts 
will be able to 
enjoy their first 
half an hour of 
riding for free when the 
London Cycle Hire scheme 
launches in the summer. 

Hackney’s cycle hire 
stations will be located in 
Hoxton and Shoreditch. 
There are plans for 14 
stations in the borough, 


each holding about 28 
bikes. 

People wanting to use 
one of the new hire cycles 
will only need to pay a £1 
daily or £5 weekly access 
fee, or take out a £45 
annual membership to be 
able to use the scheme. 

There will be no extra 
charge so long as the 
bicycle is returned within 
30 minutes. After the first 
free half hour of rental, 
hire will cost £1 for a 
journey of between 30 
minutes and one hour, £4 


for up to 90 minutes, and 
£6 for up to two hours. 

The hire charges then 
increase incrementally up 
to a maximum hire period 
of 24 hours. 

The scheme is likely to 
see a total of around 6,000 
bikes available for hire at 
400 docking stations 
across London. People will 
be able to ride anywhere 
they want, provided they 
return their bike to a 
docking station.

THIS is the latest in a series of recipes courtesy 
of Water House - an eco-friendly restaurant 
alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Chef Ben Spice shares one of his favourite 
recipes for venison. 

“Deer are voracious eaters - attacking our crops 
with great gusto - and with few of their natural 
predators remaining in this country their 
numbers spiral upwards quickly if left 
unchecked” says Ben. 

“Farmers have two options to control numbers. 
To shoot them each year - and if they target the 
population carefully this helps to keep it strong, 
healthy and vibrant - or to remove the woodland 
and scrubland in which deer flourish. 

“Because at Water we are desperately keen to 
avoid deforestation and habitat loss, we are 
enthusiastic about hunted meat.” 

Venison pie and a host of other hearty dishes are 
available to warm up winter at the Water House. 


Venison pie, smoked 
mash & red cabbage 

Makes 6 large or 8 small pies 

Ingredients 

For the pie filling: 

• 1 kg diced venison 

• Venison fat 

• 200g fresh peeled baby pearl onions 

• 200g peeled and diced carrot 

• 200g peeled and diced beetroot 

• 1 0Og finely diced shallot 

• 1 tbsp black mustard seeds 

• 4-6 cloves of garlic minced 

• 1 pinch grated horseradish/wasabi powder 

• 1 sprig thyme 

• 4-5 fresh bay leaves 

• 1 .5 litres venison, lamb or beef stock 

• 500ml dry red wine 

• Smash and grind 6-8 juniper berries, 1 0-1 2 
Szechuan peppercorns, 20 black 
peppercorns, and half a stick of liquorice 
root in a pestle and mortar 

Method 

• Heat pan, add a little fat and the venison and 
saute until coloured lightly and then put aside 

• In the same pan add shallot; carrot and 
beetroot and sweat until shallot is translucent. 

Add the garlic and mustard seeds, thyme and 
bay leaves, sweat for another minute then 
add ground spices, and finally wine and stock 

• Bring this to a simmer and cook slowly at
